Oil Rights And Recognition 


^E amenities seem to have been more than preserved 


,_ in the dissolution of the Mexican-American confer- 
»;nce on questions touching the recognition of the Obre- 
gon Government by the United States. 
Representatives 


of both nations compliment one another for the frank- 
new and courtesy with which the consultations have 
been carried on. In addition, a respect for the Mexican 
Government may be read into what Mr. Warren says, 
and a lessening or even a complete subsidence of Mexi- 
can popular hostility to the United States in the remarks 
of Senator Roa. 


These are happy elements in a delicate situation. 


Even happier is the report that the minutes of the con- 
ference will satisfy the American State Department. 
But such details as are disclosed with regard to the 
American petroleum rights make it a question as to how 
much progress has been made. The rights of Americans 
•who acquired petroleum lands prior to May 1, 1917, and 
worked or announced an intention to work them are 
affirmed. But these rights, in a restricted form unsatis- 
factory to Americans, had already been admitted by 
Mexican courts. There is nothing in the reports of the 
recent conference to indicate any new concession on the 
part of the Obregon representatives. On the other hand, 
rights of Americans who had not worked their lands or 
given notice of intention to work them are apparently 
not to be approved by Mexico.

recognition under the conditions laid down by Secretary
